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The newly amended claim language of "a second selection means for launching the second processing application to process the 
object property assigned to said at least one of the logically subordinate objects, wherein the second selection means is located in a 
corresponding icon positioned beneath said at least one component", because none of the cited references show a corresponding icon 
positioned beneath said at least one component for launching the second application. 

The applicant clearly has support for the editing icon. Though, the examiner wants to make sure the other limitations have support, 
because the examiner performed a quick search of the applicant's specification, and the words "logical", "co-equal", "relative", "subordinate" 
do not appear there. The examiner sees the drawings and can interpret what is meant by say "logically co-equal" (i.e., two nodes share the 
same parent node). Using words that don't appear in the specification, or the originally filed claims to describe the invention could be 
problematic since they are open to interpretation, and the examiner's primary examiner could interpret the words differently. Nevertheless, 
the applicant's newly amended claim language does appear to overcome the art by explicitly describing the display of the second 
application launcher icon. Plus, the additional limitations.
